Mr. Chris- 
tianey directa his denial) more particulariy 
to that portion of the interview in 
which the is quoted as saying that 
a certain part of a dispatch from the State 
Department to him uader date of May. 9, 1581, 
appearing in the correspondence published by 
order of the State Department, was not in the 
original digpateh. Mr. Christiancy's denial is 
disingenuous. He was 
MOST EMPHATIC IN HIS STATEMENTS 
to your representative, and there is corroborative 
evidence of the correctness of these general 
statements as published. Following is in detail 
what occurred at the interview: Your repre- 
sentative saw Mr. Cbhristiancy in die room 
at the National Hotei shortly aiter u 
o'clock. He was on the point of retiring. 
The object of your representative's visit having 
been stated to him, be at urst demurred to going 
into any explanation on actount of the lateness 
of the hour, saying he was getting old and not 
equal to the task of sitting down to au interview 
at such an bouf. Finally. on being pressed to 
state his position in the matter, be it ever so 
bretly, he took a pencil and with bis own hand 
marked out from a printed copy of the corre- 
spondence between the State Department and 
its Ministers the first paragreph of the dispatch 
addressed to him bearing date of May 9, 1881, 
saying: 
That paragraph was 
NOT IN THE DISPATCH 
received by me. That dispatch began here,” he 
added. pointing to the paragraph beginning 
with the words: If the Calderon Goveroment,” 
ete.

MORE CORRESPON DENCE, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.—Additional éts- 
patches between Secretary Blaine and Gen. 
Hurlbut, Minister to Peru, are furnished for 
publication. Under date of Aug. 4, Secretary 
Blaine addressed Minister Hurlbut “in refer- 
ence to certain alleged claims of citizens of the 
United States upon the Guvernment of Peru.” 
The Secretary says: 

Tne two claims for which special considera- 
tion and active intervention have been asked are 
those known as the Cochet claim and the 
Landreau claim. In reference to the former 
you will take no step committing your Govern- 
mut to use its good offices without first report- 

in full to the department for weil-consid- 
instruction. In re- 
gard to tbe reau eim, I see 
no reason to differ from the conclusions 
to which my ra seem to have arrived. 
John C. Landreau was an American citizen, ap- 
parentiy entitied under luwfut contract to 
reasonable compensation for important services 
to the Peruvian Government. In conformity 
with the established practice of our Goverument. 
while you cannot iu such case make official de- 
mand fora settlement of this claim, you will 
employ your good offices te procurc 

ITS PROMPT AND JUST CONSIDERATION. 
You will haye observed that, in the cantract 
made by the ruvian Fernment with Lan- 
dreau and bis brother, it is expressly stipulated 
that ane Soon 2 nder its provisions 
should be submitted to judicial trivunals of 
Peru, and tant im no case shail 
dipiomatic intervention be asked. You will

BANKRUPTCY. 
AN EASTERN LAWYER'S OPINION, 
Spectul Distutcl to Phe Rica. TH dina 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.—The Senate Com- 

mittee on Bankruptéy, it bas been supposed, 
would recommend a plan fora bankruptcy law’ 
based in u great measure upon suggestions which 


ommend that the United States District Courts 
be given charge of bankruptey procecdings, 
witb special provisions to euforce their jude- 
ments. New York and Boston mfluences are 
now being brought to bear upon the sub-com- 
mittee against the bills of Mr. Bonney of Cbica- 
go, Huges of Virgiota, and Lowell of Massachu- 
eetts. The substance of the objections are 
thus summarized by an Eastern lawyer, who is 
bere to oppose the Chicago plan. He has pre- 
seuted his argument to the committee: 

My opinion is that Congress should institute 
an entirely different system of practice in bauk- 
ruptcy from that established by the law of 1867. 
There should be no register, ussignees, or mes- 
sengers, as such. The District Courts should, 
as to proceedings in bankruptcy, be constituted 
courts of cbapcers, and bankruptcy proceedings 
in them should be required by law to be con- 
ducted according to the torms and rules of 

THE ORDINARY CHANCERY PRACTICE. 
The proceedings m each case would thereby be- 
come a proceeding to general creditors’ bill, 
modified by such rules of law or of court as 
might be med or found to be expedient.

Chapin & Gore's Restaurant. 

The alarm frum Box 43 at 3:10 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon was caused by the discovery of 
fire in the restaurant attached to Chapin & 
Gore's liquor bone on Monroe street. The 
restaurant, which is operated by Mr. C. W. 
Baldwin, is in the top floor of the two-story 
brick rear addition to the main building. Just 
where the blaze began and the cause of it is not 
known. There was ow fire in the apartments, the 
restaurant being Closed on the Sabbath, and so 
far as is known there was nothing in the piace 
to warraut the theory of spontaneous combus- 
tion. Before the department apparatus reached 
the scene smoke was pouring out of all the win- 
dows in dense masses, and an exceedingly dis- 
astrous conflagration seemed to be the inev.ta- 
bie result. <A few weil-directed streams extin- 
guisbed the blaze, bowever, and relieved the 
owners of surrounding establishments of a great 
weigot of suspense and excitement under which 
they labored. The restaurant itself suf- 
fered. The woodwork and furpi- 
ture of the kitchen and sture 
ciosets was badly charred, and the dmmg- rooms 
were very much distigured by water, and smoke, 
and the dust and dirt urising from the work of

Rumors That Accompanied the Drop in 
Denver & Rio Grande and Facts That 


Preceded It. 
The New York Sun has the following regard- 
ing the heavy decline in Denver & Rio Grande 


stock last Friday: 

A sudden decline of 3% per cent in the stock 
of the Denver & Ria Grande Railway Company 
upon transactions aggregating &. 000 shares was 
the feature of the stock market yesterday. A 
great variety of rumors relative to the stock 
accompanied the movement, which, together 
witb others of a general nature, were circulated 
for the purpose of breaking the market. Among 
the latter, the most absurd was that certain 
proofs had been discovered that President Ar- 
thur was not a citizen of the United States. One 
of greater pretcnsions was that another Boston 
bank was in trouble. With the latter was an in- 
timation that one of the Mexican railroad enter- 
prises was embarrassed. To some this last-men- 
tioned report was not a surprise. 

The fact that Mexican National Railway sub- 
scriptions declined to 16 discount and Mexican 
National Railway construction stock was offered 
at 12 discount and 29 discount did gave 
strength to the rumor. The two are one en- 
terprise, which is practically an extension of the 
Denver & Rio Rrande Railway from Laredo, on 
the Rio Grance, to the City of Mexico, and 
frum there westward to Mauzanillo, on the 
Pacific Coast, and Vera Cruz, on the Gulf. The 
Mexican National Railway Company was organ- 
ized about a year ago under the auspices of the 
capitalists most largely interested in the Denver 
& Rio Grange Railway. Its capital stock was 
fixed at $7,400,000, and bonds fora like amount 
were to beissued. Every subscriber of $1.00 
in cash, to be paid in installments as called 
for, was to receive $1,000 in stock and a 
bond of $1,000. Tue construction company was 
formed for the purpose of building the road. Its 
capital was $5,000,030, of which $1,000,000 was 
common stock, and was issued to Messrs. Palmer 
and Sullivan for the concession from the Mext- 
can Government bearing their names. Gen. 
William J. Palmer is President of the Denver & 
Rio Grande Company, and be and Mr. Sullivan 
constitute one of the largest railroad-buiiding 
firms in the United States. The other 8,0 U 
was preferred stock} to be fully paid and ent- 
tled to a dividend of 7 per cent before any should 
be 3 on the common stock. There bave been 
eigbt installments of 10 per cent each cailed on 
poth the subscriptions to the railway 
company and to the construction compa- 
ny. installments amount as 
follows: On the raliway company about $6,000,- 
000, and on the construction company ga. a0 . 
a total of 6. 200. 0% As the securities of both 
have sold at a discuunt almost trom the incep- 
tion of the enterprise, the instaliments have not 
been paid promptiy. It is understood that the 
arrears of the instuliments due the construction 
company amount to $350,109, while those due the 
railwax company amount to about $800,000, It 
was reported several days agu that suits had 
been instituted to recover these arrears of in- 
staliments. Officers of the company deny that 
chis is the case, but say that notices bave been 
sent to the eubscribers requesting them to pay 
up. 
7 the meantimie the mauagers of the enter- 
prise have, it is said, endeavored to make ar- 
rangements to meet drafts and other obligations 
falling due on account of construction. Accord- 
ing to trustworthy authority, Mr. Gould was ap- 
plied to for an amount between $1,000.00 and 
51.500.000. He is reported to have said that he 
would look into the matter betore making the 
loan, and that after looking into it be declined 
to make the loan.

South Carolina Railroads.

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec, 15.—Chattanooga 
and its surroundings probably make as interest- 
ing a spot as the new South affords. Situated in 
the midst of peculiarly interesting historic 
ground, with Lookout Mountain—where Hooker 
fought his battle above the clouds—on one side, 


Mission Ridge on another side, and the bloody |. 


field of Chickamauga almost in sight, and with 
the town itself one of the most important during 
the War. one feels that be ison sacred ground. 


But, strange to say, While there was perhaps’ 


more fighting bere than at almost any other 
point in Tennessee, it is the first to recover, and 
the town is today more progressive in all its 
features than any other I have visited. It is lo- 
cated in the midst of the great coal and iron 
fields of the Cumberland Kange, and Northern 
men and Northern enterprise are seen on every 
hand. It was seen by certain outsiders—many 
of them Yankee soldiers who fought in the late 
War—that there must of necessity come a time 
when maaufacturing must go on here, and he 
who got on the ground first would have the tap- 
root. 

TODAY THE SMOKE OF MANY FOUNDRIES, 
and golling- mills, and car-shops, and factories 
of all kinds, rises to the skies, and repeats daily 
in imagination to the interested visitor the 
legend of the battle above the clouds, won by 
mad Jo Hooker in the late unpleasantness. 

I was told by a Northern man—an Illinoisian 
who has located here—that the town is solidly 
Republican, and thorougtly progressive in 
every way. The fact that the Cincinnati South- 
ern Railway has made this the southern ter- 
‘minus ot ii important line, and that it is the 
connecting point with the Western & Atlantic 
Railway for the South and Southwest, has given 
the town a wonderful boom. 

Maj. H. Clay Evans—formerly a Wisconsin 
man, and a memberof a Wisconsin regiment 
during the War—is Mayor or the city and Vice- 
President of the largest iron company here.

Even 
the indentations in the bottom of 
foot and above the heel are clearly marked. 
Right at the bottom of the foot stands Lookout 
Mountain. Upon a plateau part way up, the 
Confederates had taken their stand, and were 
thus in position to command the river and re- 
ceive supplies from their friends. It was very 
important to take this point and open up the 
river. Gen. Jo Hooker was the mau to attempt 
it, and charged with his men up the side of the 
mountain in the early morning. A sharp en- 
ugement occurred. Grant and the rest of the 
Tnion forces in the valiey below could hear the 
Urmg. and knew that a battle was in progress, 
but could-not see a single soldier. Then it was 
that it Was called the battle above the ciouds;

TRANSPORTATION OF PRODUCE 

A notable circumstance in the business of 
the country is the falling off in the transpor- 
tation of grain by the railroad companies. 
This has been evident during the Jast ninety 
days, but the decline in December, even in 
the face of low railroad rates, has been 
marked. There was a decrease of more than 
5,000 tons in the shipments hence of bread- 
stulfs and provisions during last week, as 
compared with the previous week. The re- 
ceipts of products at this point have been 
comparatively small, and not much is now 
coming in, partly for the reason that the 
roads in the country have been almost bot- 
tomless during nearly six weeks of rainy 
weather. This reason affecta of course our 
local business to some extent, but the chef 
reason in the falling off of transportation is 
that the surplus of wheat and corn is smal! in 
all the Western States, including even Lili- 
nois, 

The prices have ranged very high at Chi- 
cago during the year, and had there been 
any large surplus thése prices would have 
brought the bulk of that surplus to market, 
no matter what may have been the condition 
of the roads, but che fact unquestionably is 
that the grain is not in the country in any 
great quantity, andin much of the North- 
western wheat and corn regions there i¢ not 
more on hand than is needed for domestic 
purposes, and none for sale, 

Another reason why the rail transporta- 
tion of grain has fallen off so much is that 
the stock of grain in Chicago has been held 
at prices far above the market rates; thero 
are and have been no buyers of . Chicago 
grain at Chicago prices. Western Europe 
needs less breadstuffs than last year, while 
the Russian supply is vastly greater; and the 
high prices at which grain has been held 
here in Chicago have simply furnished Rus- 
sia with a market, free of American competi- 
tion. ; 

In Tux Tamer commercial column of 
yesterday was the following statement: 


H. K. Jackson estimates that the East Indies 
have a crop of 42,000,000 quarters of wheat. 
This quantity isso much in excess of ex pecta- 
tion t one of oor rms cabled yesterday toa 
London house asking if thoge figures are credit- 
ed. The answer was that they were probabiy 
correct for the total crop. 


If these figures be correct, then. at eight 
bushels to the quarter, the Indian crop of 
1881 was equal to 336,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
Allowing liberally for exaggeration, and for 
the needs of home consumption, the sur- 
plus wheat furnished this year by India will 
go far to cover any deficiency in the ship- 
ments from this country. In addiaon to the 
great supply from Russia, which is almost 
duplicated from India, it must be re- 
membered that California and Oregon 
also have an immense surplus, say of 
40,000,009 bushels of wheat, which they will 
ship to England and France. Thus supplied, 
itseems very doubtful if Western Europe 
needs, or will need, the wheat of the 
Western States of this country in any great 
quantity, before the next harvest. We 
cannot ship to Europe at the present prices. 
and the supply there is equal to the demand. 
If we reduce the price of the wheat which 
we have low enough to export, then the act 
of throwing it on the market in France and 
England would break prices there, as those 
markets are already glutted with thé grain 
from India, Russia, and California. 

Under these circumstances, what will 
probably be the future of the market in this 
country? Shall we reduce prices and let the 
grain go, or shall we hold on to it and take 
the chances? It is dangerous to let it go in 
any considerable quantities, and it is not safe 
to hold on to it. ) 

But the effect of all this uncertainty upon 
the railroads is of a serious character. ‘The 
railroad ecompaniés have been watering their 
stock heavily during the boum, and they have 
added greatly to their interest-bearing obili- 
gations. They have run the market prices of 
their stocks far beyond anything to justify 
the rates. To maintain themselves in all 
these grand undertakings they must pay In- 
terest on their mammoth debts and dividi ads 
on their inflated stocks. Their means to do 
this is in their earnings, and the transporta- 
tion of grain and provisions, or the crop of 
the West, has dwindled immensely even at 
the comparatively low rates whieh have been 
and are now offered.

They once obtained the official warrant of 
the Land Commissioner to locate the serip in 
the very heart and in the oldest part of the 
City of Chicago. A patent was actually 
issued by the Commissioner of the Lind-Office 
for the land, but on an appeal Mr. Schurz, 
then Secretary of the Interior, overruled the 
action of the Commissioner. 

The claim is nuw presented again on an 
appli:ation to Secretary Kirkwood to reopen 
tit case and set aside the judgment of See- 
retary Schurz, and the application is now un- 


dor eonsideration. 


It is somewhat curious that no one Of the 
owners or parties interested in this attempt 
to steal a large part of the most valuable ter- 
ritory in the eity is willing to make himseif 
known. Mr. Leonard Swett is the attorney 
in the case, but who his clients may be is 
kept a profound secret. They advance the 
money to promote the robbery, but do not 
venture to put their names on record as mak- 
ing the claim, Last winter they, through 
one of the Chicago Congressmen, delayed 
and defeated the passage of a bill granting 
all title to the public land to the City of 
Chicago, with authority to sell the same for 
the public use. The city has now asked 
Congress to convey all the titie of the United 
States in the park and streets to the City of 
Chicago, and to authorize the city to dedicate 
Dearborn Park to the uses of a public library. 
The Valentine scrip chaps, however, are 
ready to defeat that bill, and itis possible 
that some one of the Chicago members will 
again labor to defeat the public end in order 
to promote the private ends of the authors of 
this most glaring scheme to rob the city of 
property it has held for fifty years. 

The bill defeated last year would have 
placed in the City Treasury. nearly three- 
fourths of a million of dollars, for property 
which is now dead and useless; that bill, had 
it passed, would have also lea to the imme- 
diate improvement of all the now idle and 
unproductive property in that part of the 
city. 

The bill now pending before Congress, if 
passed, will be a final extinguisher upon this 
dishonest Valentine scrip scheme, and the 
people of Chicago will understand that every 
step agaifist the bill is a step to keep the 
Valentine scrip speculation alive. 

Will some of the persons interested in this 
Valentine scrip job make themselves known, 
and give the reasons, legal and personal, why 
they advocate it against the interests of the 
city? Can any person in Washington fur- 
nish the people of this city with the na of 
those interested and the amount of their, 
shares in this nefarious scheme of plunder ? 

There is, however, very little probability 
that Secretary Kirkwood will undeitake to 
reverse the decision of Mr. Schurz, who at 
the time heard elaborate arguments and ren- 
dered a full and sweeping opinion in the vase.

RaAULROAD- rid EFT COMMI3SIONS. 

The General Ticket and Passenger Agents 
at their convention held in this city last week 
reached at least a partial solution of the 
ticket-commission probiem, and ina some- 
what faint-hearted way took a step towards 
the abolition of this outrage upon the trav- 
eling public. How long they will have the 
courage to hold to their agreement, which 
might have. been still stronger and more 
comprehensive, remains to be seen, but they 
are entitled to some credit for making any 
agreement at all to do even half-way justice 
towards the patrons of their roads, though 
on that credit there must be some discount, 
seeing that in the present cutting of rates 
the commissions cannot be so easily extorted 
from the passenger as heretofore. 

The agreement, which was signed by the 
representatives of thirty-two roads, debars 
the ticket-agent of a specified road from ac- 
cepting any remuneration or gratuity, from 
any other road or roads, and is intended to 
prevent all discrimination iu sales of tickets. 
It furthermare requests all railroads and trans- 
portation lines to refuse to pay commissions to 
ticket-agents for any service in sellmg their 
tickets or advertising their interests. So far 
as these agreements go they are well enough. 
as we have said, and the public will hove that 
they will be carried out in better faith than 
railroad agreements usually are, but they 
might have been more explicit and more to 
the point. In the discussion, however, upon 
the questions included in the agreement a 
great deal of truth leaked ont, and it is 
grateful to get at it, not lu the shape of an 
accusation from the victims of their extor- 
tion, but of a confession from those repre- 
senting the extortioners. One of those in the 
cunfessional admits that the ruvads have de- 
spoiled the owners of the property and raised 
the rates upon passengers by diverting the 
earnings to the payment of comuinissions 
which amount to from 1 to 2 per cent of the 
revenue derived from passenger earnings, 
and that were it not for these commissions 
through rates could readily be reduced from 
5 to 10 per cent. 

Now, if this ean be done, as railroad men 
themselves confess it can, why ls it not done? 
This commission is a bribe to corrupt ticket- 
agents to discriminate in favor of the briber, 
and the bribes are taken out of the pockets 
of the traveling public. This commission is 
not paid in the interests of the public. It is 
not paid in the interests of the profits of the 
road, for it decreases the profits. It is paid 
to support an army of commission-men, mid- 
dlemen, sealpers, and suckers, and, more 
than this, to allow another army of men to 
ride deadhead who have no shadow of ciaim 
to freé transportation. It is for these rea- 
sons today that passengers are charged three 
and four-and-a-half cents a imiie in IIIinols, 
half that sum being an extortionate tax lev- 
led upon passengers, not to increase the 
profits of roade, but to pay scalpers and 
suckers and let men ride for nothing. It isa 
corruption fund used for all kinds of cor- 
ruption purposes, commencing with the 
ticket-agent and euding with Legislatures.

Tun decision of the French court in the 
Roustan sult against Rochefort mast of ne- 
cessity be damaging to the Republicans.

In Boston, the vote 
stood 22,427 to 12,305, and in the other nine- 
teen cities the division of ovinion was very 
even, the tutals standing 31,687 for license to 
29,661 for prohibition.

Bight cities were carried for prohibition— 
Somerville, Newton, Brockton, Haverhill, 
Gloucester, Fitchburg, Lynn, and Newbury port. 
Of these, Somerville and Newton belong w the 
class of residence cities, with very little manu- 
facturing population; they ougbt uor only to 
vote probicidon, but be able to carry it into 
effect. Brockton, Haverhill, Fitebburgz, and 
Newburyport are, of the class of smaller cities 
which will vote prohibition. but tolerate a good 
deal of liquor-selling. Lyon voten for prohibi- 
tion in disgust at the libertine license enjoyed 
by the liquor interest in that city under tie 
present law. There bas not been the si ghtest 
restraint placed upon the liquor traffic in tbat 
city by the feeble Government which dus been 
rai to place by the so-called workingmen’s 
movement. The present vote ayainst liceuse in 
Lynn is consequently a reaction, and we sball 
be curious to see whether a city which has not 
enforced license will enforce prohiq uon. Salem, 
whiecb voted for prohibition last year and had 
free rum, now votes for license. 


Once more the Rev. Edward Cowley, the 
released wolf, comes to the fore. We have 
taken a great deal of pains to understand his 
case, says the New Yorn Tribune. We should 
have been quite wiliing to leave bim alone, with 
the stigma of bis conviction, after an elaborate 
trial and a disagreeable imprisonment; but the 
‘Rev. Edward Covley does not choose to be let 
alone. He will not retire into obscurity. He 
petitions. the City of New York to pay him the 
neat sum of six thousand five hundred dollars. 
Why not sixty thousand or six bundred thou- 
sand? Here was a man who took a number of 
belpless, parentiess, and utterly friendiess little 
children upon spectiation. He did not give 
them enough to eat. He did not give them 
enough to wear. He made in various ways their 
young lives wretched, and he was so cruel and 
morally homicidal that a jury of his country- 
men sent him to prison and kept him there to 
refiect upon his wicked actions, all inspired, so 
far as we can see, by a desire to get money. He 
is discharged from his feloaivus position, and he 
signalizes his enlargement by askiug tue City of 
New York to pay bim $6,500! For what? For 
the scanty rations which the poor little boys did 
eat or did try to eat in the “Sbepherd’s Fold“? 
If Mr. Cowley wauts to regain his lost character 
and win for himself any share of public respect, 
the sooner he hides himself in some quiet re- 
treat the better. Oruelty to children is a crime 
that New- Yorkers are slow to forgive or forget.

THE FORREST LETTER. 


oo 1 Act of Friendshtp 
e Political Fa 
Late Col, Forney. en ee 
Philadelphia Press, 

‘One simple, thoughtiess act in the life of 
the late Col. John W. Forney, being made 
the subject of baseless and continued misrep- 
resentation, prevented him from mounting 
to that hight of pohtical fame to which he 
aspired, and to which his talents urged him. 
The writing of what has come to be known 
as “ The Forrest Letter,” had an active in- 
fluence in preventing Col. Forney’s entrance 
in Presigient Buchanan’s Cabinet, and 
proved an insuperable object to his further 
political progress. The true story of how 
that celebrated missive came to be written 
has never been told in print, and its publica- 
pon now is demanded in justice to one who 

as suffered in this instance, as he did in 
many others, that he might benefit a friend. 
Daniel Dougherty, who was as near and 
dear to Col. Forney as any one, was 
familiar with the circumstances surrounding 


the writing of the Forrest letter, and from 
his best recollection of them has this parra- 
tive obtained its foundation. 

Miss Kimberley having made a great suc- 
cess in New York as a public reader, visited 
Philadelphia to win the applause of its dis- 
criminating audiences. She happened in 
Col. Forney’s path, and his generous dis- 
position prompted him to aid the lady in ob- 
taining the success she desired. Ile exerted 
himself in every way to make her Philadel- 
phia engagement a fortunate one. and the 
resnit exceeded fond expectations. Miss 
Kimberley then departed on an extended 
Southern tour, bearing with her letters from 
Col, Forney that fusured her a kind rece 
tion in every city she visited, and made 
her trip eminently successful. Sa many were 
the kindnesses showered on this lady by the 
distinguished journalist that her veling 
companion, Mr. Roberts, who, if Mr. Dough- 
erty’s memory has not proved treacherous, 
afterwards became her husband, wrote a let- 
ter to Col. Forney expressing his hearty ac- 
knowledgment of the favors conferred on 
Miss Kimberley, and his earnest desire that 
the time might soon arrive when he could 
make some return. 

It was while this well-known public reader 
was traveling through the Southern States 
that Edwin Forrest, the greatest tragedi®n of 
uls day, and Col. Forney’s Losom friend, 
burst into the room of the then editor of the 
Press one day. and in a towering rage de- 
nounced Jamison, the actor, as the despoller 
of his hearth. In very plain language he ne- 
cused Jamison of undue familiarity with 
Mrs. Forrest. The differences between the 
tragedian and his wife had long been widen- 
ina, and on this occasion the former unbur- 
dened himself to his friend, and declared 
that had he but the proof of Jamison’s faith- 
lesness to the demands of hospitality he 
could procure the divorce he so much de- 
sired. He to whom he spoke was pre- 
eminently an impulsive man. and one who 
invariably jumped beneath the spur of the 
moment when pricked by the call of friend- 
ship. He knew that Jamison was then 

rforming in New —— ald also that 

iss Kimberley and Mr. Roberts were at 
that time in the Crescent City. The thought 
flashed through his mind that th:ough Rob- 
erts his friend Forrest could gain the informa- 
tion he wished to obtain. So sudden and 
thoughtless was the resolve that took posses- 
sion of him that it never occurred to him 
that any declaration that might be made by 
Jamison could not possibly affect or be used 
as evidence against Mrs. Forrest. He sat 
down instantly. and hurriedly wrote the eel- 
ebrated Forrest letter, in which he asked 
Roberts to get Jamison in his cups,” and 
worm from him the secrets of his intimacy 
with Mrs. Forrest. Thus far, no harm had 
come to Col, Forney from his thoughtless ac- 
tion, for the letter was in the custody of 
Roberts, who was deeply indebted to him. 

Some time later Miss Kimberley appeared 
on the theatrical stage in New York. On 
the night of her first avpearance, Edwin 
Forrest was among her auditors. Returning 
at night to the hotel in which he was stop- 
ping, he was accosted by the city editor of 
a New York morning newspaper. Finding 
that the tragedian had been to see and hear 

imberley, the journalist drew from 
him his opinion of the actress. Forrest was 
noth f not blunt, and as the actress’ 
methods did not meet nis unqualified ap- 
provail, his criticism was not softened by 
Kind expression. The city editor had not 
witnessed Miss Kimberley’s performance 
but he returned at once to his office 
wrote a criticism of her acting, every 
thought expressed in 5 which had been 
obtained from Edwin Forrest. The next 
day Mr. Roberts was in the office of the 
newspaper, disposed to make decided objec- 
tions to the nutice that Miss Kimberley had 
received. The city editor and himself di- 
cussed the matter, and the former finally, as 
a clinching argument, said that the critieism 
must he admitted to be fully justified by 
Miss Kimberley’s performance, for, as a mat- 
ter of fact, it had really been made by that 
master of the Thespian art, Edwin Forrest. 
Mr. Roberts, it is supposed, then determined 
on ovtaining revenge, and thought that he 
would attain hiswbject by giving publicity 
to the letter writtento him by Col. Forney 
iu Mr. Forrest’s interest, and allow the iu- 
pression to go abroad that a conspiracy had 
been entered into to prosecute a defenseless 
woman. The letter was made public, and 
the political future of Col. Forney 
was blasted <4 the man he had be- 
friended. The New York Herald wielded 
the unfortunate missive asa ecndgel to be 
whirled daily about the head of the editor of 
the ‘Press, and his enemies never neglected 
an opportunity to use it to his detriment. 
When cold-blooded James Buchanan—who 
would rather hear that kind words had been 
said of him by any enemy than to learn that 
a friendly act had been performed by a — 
porter—was having strong influences brought 
to bear on him to place in his Cabinet the 
wan who not only nominated but elected 
him, the claims of Col. Forney were lifted 
out of sight when that Forrest letter was 
placed on the other side of the wavering bal- 
ance of the President's mind. The Southern 
members of the Cabinet, with the exception 
pobably of Howell Cobb, were strong in 
their opposition to Col. Furney, fearing 

his strong individuality would 
give him the mastery even over the 
Chief Executive, and so they based on the 
Forrest letter sentimental reasons why 
could not sit in the Cabinet with its author. 
Urged by these faliacions reasons the vacil- 
lating President turned his back on his po- 
litical creator, and thus a thoughtless act 
performed from the purest motives of friend- 
ship affected for evermore the political career 
of Col. Forney, for, from that tine, however 
brilliantly he may have shone in journalism 
he was no longer the Warwick he seenie 
destined to be.

Cornwallis was, after Yorktown, temporarily 
removed from the Guvernorsbip of the Tower 
of London, but it was subsequently restored to 
bim, and he retained it for life. Five years after 
the surrender bere he received the Garter, and 
became the successor of Wurren Hastings at 
Calcutta, and succeeded in pringing Tippoo Sahib 
toterms. Returning to England be was elected 
a Privy Councilor and raised to a Marquisate. 
In 17% be went to Ireland to quel! the rebellion. 
The mission was most distasteful to him, as his 
letters amply testify. Writing to the head of 
the Government, he says: 

“The accounts you see of the numbers of the 
enemy destroyed in every action, are, I conciude, 
greatly exaggerated. From my own knowledge 
of military udairs, lam sure that only a very 
small proportion of them cou.d be killed in 
battle. and lam mucb afraid that any mau in 4 
brown cout who is found within several miles of 
a tield of action is butehered without diser mi- 
nation. It sbali be one of my tirst objects to 
soften the ferocity of the troops, which I am 
afraid is not confined to the privates.” 

Again, on July 24. 1748, be writes: 

Ide rebellion is rapidly decitining. The yeo- 
maury now take the jend where you will suppose 
do ull | can to prevent it—always turns on 
banging, shooting, burning. etc., and if a priest 
bas been put to death tne greatest joy is ex- 
pressed by the whole company. So much for Ire- 
land and my wretebed situation. . . Tue 
political Jobbing ot this country gets the bet- 
ter ot me. It has been the wish of my life to 
avoid ail this dirty business, and I am now in- 
volved in it beyond ali bearing. How I long to 
kick those whom my public duty ob.iges me to 
court. Those who are called princ: pal persous 
bere ure men who bave been fgised into conse- 
quence only 17 buving .we eutire disposal of the 
patronage of the Crown in return for 
their undertaking the management of the 
country. because the Lords-Lieuteoant were tov 
Idle or incapabie to manage it themselves. They 
are detested by all but their immediate foliow- 
ers, and have no influence but what is tounded 
on the grossest corruption. 

His next service was as Plenipotentiary in 
connection with the Treatyof Amiens.

Smell. Pox Among Michicin Indians. 

Unitrep States InpiAN Service, MACKINAC 
AGENCY, YpsiLanti, Mich., Dec. 15— To the Ed- 
tor of the Detroit Het ond Tribune; I have been 
rather surprised at not noticing in your col- 
uinns a mention of the terrible scourge of small- 
pox among tne Indians at Pe-shaw-ba Town, 
vear Northport, or rather New Mission, on the 
west side of Grand Traverse Bay. 

Since its appearance here, about a month ago, 
in its most maliguant form, about twenty deaths 
have occurred out of a population not exvecd- 
ing 300. But. strange to gay. the Board of 
Health and authorities of the township forbade 
all ingress or egress to ot from the infected dis- 
tricts, even de physicians or those wno were 
willing to miuister to the wants of the poor 
wretches, 

The Catholic priest, who chanced to be there 
at the time, from Cro«s Village, did what he 
could to alleviate their distress,. which, of 
course, was but little: but be bas since paid the 
penalty of bis hardibvod, having himself died 
of the loathsome disease after havmg returned 
to Cross Village. 

After some seventeen deaths fad occurred 
the authorities allowed relief to be afforded to 
some extent, pubiic opinion dar tus become so 
strong that they couid no fonger refuse it. 
These men, guilty of such inhumanity, I bave 
been informed. are not American-born citizens.

The fine weather of yesterday brought out 
large congregations in all the churches.

Much more is it dificult for million of mind« 
and hearts to move along as one mind 
and one heart. Some rt of this army will 
loiter. He who would the Church justice 
must take a wide survey and gather up the gen- 
eral tendencies of a vast amount of thought and 
conduct. Look at the Church of Engiand, bow 
bruad and rational its Christian opinions! hook 
at the Congregational societies of the same land, 
how utterly removed they are from error, and 
bigotry, and superstition! Coming to our own 
part of the world, the Episcopal and Congrega- 
tional denomfhations are overtiowing with the 
truth of Christianity as seen in our country. In 
some Presbyterian con ee there may be 
found a clear and simple ristianity made up 
of an imitation ot Jesus Christ. If any mind 
loves to be just, that mind can find in the pres- 
entday sanctuaries where the creed is as simple 
and true as the Sermon on the Mount. There 
are many beautiful and noble altars for the 
heart that wishea to whisper a prayer. 

Our allotted time for remarks has expired, and 
yet much must remain unsaid. For no unjust 
or small cause should our youth reveal any ill 
will or coldness toward the modern Church. 
is such a friend of the human race, sucb a 

tron of all charities, and of liberty, and ot re- 

orm, and of bigh morais, and of high educa- 

tion, that contempt for the sanctuary is of Jess 
harmasto the object than to the rson who 
cherishes the sentiment. The individual who 
cnn laugh and despise these altars, however 
gifted he may be in speech or wit, is a poor 
ephemeral life compared with that inatitution 
he derides. Its doors are forever open, its love 
is perpetual, its hymns are perennially sweet, its 
hope isauniveranl and an everlasting hope, 
while he who laughs wus born yesterday and 
will do buried and fo ten tomorrow. 

Indeed, our youth should be present at some

OUR CITY’S MORALS. 
SERMON BY DR. THOMAS. 

The following interesting and 
valuabie sermon on The Morais of Our Cuy 
was preached in the Peopie’s Church yesterday 
morning by the Rev. Dr. Thomas:

And so it is when we look at man in bis 
associate life, or at a number of men and women 
coming together in whut we call society—in the 
home, and the city, and the State. These to- 
gether make up the social order, and as the in- 
dividual in his different parts and the relations 
of is one. 80 is society in a broad sense one. 
In the body, one member serves the other; and 
so in the social order we are members one of 
the other: we are servants one of the other, 
and bence dependent one upon the other, aud 
bence, also, if one member suffers all the body 
suffers with it. The hands cannot say we have 
no need of the feet, the feet cannot say we have 
no need of the eyes. The body cannot say I have 
no need of the mind, nor the mind I have no 
need of the body, nor reason | buve no need of 
the affections. 

And so there is a close interdependence de- 
tween all the, parts of that larger persunality or 
body that we call society. One purt of the city 
government cannot say, I have no need of. the 
others. It has need; it takes the urited efforts 
of all the departments of the city—the school, 
police, the fire, and the judicial departments—all 
together to give us a good administration; the 

ublic welfare is dependent upon all these 
— And so it cannot be a matter of indiffer- 
ence to any individual in a city or community 
whether its finances are son or its sanitary 
regulations are perfect. Nor can it be amat- 
ter of indifference whether the morals 
off a community are good or bad. 
tre be intemperance, or social impurity, 
or gambling, or corrupt public amusements, 
or such uvegiedct or desecration of the Sabbath 
and the ivstitudons of religion as tend to blunt 
the mural sensibilities and leave the beart bar- 
ren, or to fill it witn bad desires, all must be at- 
fected more or less, and bence these things must 
become mutters of public concern. 

New with these thoughts before us let us look 
at a few of the facts that go to sbow something 
of the moral condition of our own city. And, 
that we may know the worst, let us look, not fur 
the good, but for the bad; not for the best, but 
— | worst; at least, so far as that worst may 

told. : 

Last week a gentieman employed by one of 
our benevolent societies placed before me a 
map of that district lying between State 

Mark. and Congress and Fourteenth streets. 
And to my utter amazement told me that there 
are withio those narrow limits 550 saluons, 0 

laces of assignauon, 3,000 fallen women, and 

2,000 young meu who daily visit the saloons. 
There ure four variety theatres, 125 concert sa- 
loons, and tifteen gambling houses. Of course I 
have only his statement for these figures, and be 
did not claim that they were entirely accurate, 
but I am told the police think them rather un- 
der than over the real facts. 

It is estimated that there are about 4.000 sa- 
loons in the city at large. their annual 
sales amount to $12,.00,000. Every theatre iu 
the city so far as I know, but one, is open every 
Sunday night. Go any Sunday afternvon to the 
corner of Madison and Halsted streets, and you 
will seeastring of boys and F pene. nearly two 
blocks long stanumg in line and waiting for the 
doors to open for the matinée; and you can see 
the sume thing on every Sunday evening. 

You will nutice that | have referred to only a 
fqw forms of immorality in our midst, and have 
specitied but two localities. It should not be in- 
ferred from these stutements that these by any 
means exhaust the list of evils nor the localities 
where they abound. There are the sins of lux- 
ury. and extortion, and oppression; nor, are in- 
temperance and impurity found alone in the 
lower and the darker portions of the city. They 
often find shelter and sevrecy in marble man- 
sions and on the uvenues of fashion. Nor 
the other hand, 
that our city is wholly corrupt. It is not 
much worse, I suppose, if any, than other cities. 
And we have bere our full proportion of true 
and noble men and women. But still these 
startiing facts of immorality in our midst should 
cause us to stop apd think; and thought the 
task is nota pleasaut one, it may none tae jess 
be our duty to look at this darker side of our 
social life. : 

A philosophical study of the case would lead 
us to ask why these things are so. And here we 
shall be thrown back upon our analysis of the 
structure aud nature of man. We found dim 
built along anaxis, with points of divergence 
opening out into the threefold worid of passion, 
appetite, and the higher powers of reason, and 
sentiment, and conscience; and that in the prop- 
er ordering or regulation of human lite, man 
should be governed by his intellect and moral 
sense. And the philusophy of the case in brief 
ia this: These persons are living on the lower 
— of their being. Their world lies along the 

ines projected trom the centers of appetite and 
They do not rise to the upper plane of 
their being: they do not live by reason and con- 
science. Their lives are lurgeiy given up to the 
gratiticadons and pleasures of the senses. 

if a deeper philosophy asks why this is so, the

‘answer is still to be found in the nature of man 


himself, and in the intlucoces that surround his 
pathway. Physical life in its last analysis is, I 
suppose, but a kind of stimulation or excitation. 
produced by the contact of the germ witb outer 
forces or conditions. Thus the grain is quick- 
ened in the soll, and animal life is nourished 
and set in motion — air, and water, and food. 
These uro all stimulants, but uwature has 80 
tempered op modified them that they do not 
excite beyond astate of healthy action. But 
nature bas certain berbs and plants that pos- 
sess the stimulat ug properties in a higher de- 
rrec, as ton, and coffee, and tobacco, and man- 
ind have learned their pleasure-giving effects, 
und bave sought them out and cultivated 
them with rare skill and industry, so that they 
are used by every civilized nauon. But the 
mind of man has gone further: his 
chemistry has taugtit aim to change or 
recombine the forces of nature: to extract 
the opium from the poppy, and to produce ulco- 
hol from the curn and the rye. Aud thus man 
bas in bis easy reach a sure and powerful agent 
of intoxication, of over-stimuiation; and tind- 
ing the exhiliarating effects of this, many seek 
by a — way to reach und enjoy its pleusures. 
And then, as the reaction comes on and tney 
sink below the normal plane, they gu back to the 
bottle to revive their waning spirits, or to drown 
their sorrows in forgetfulness. The drinker is 
not content to live on nature's slower but 
steadier and safer stimulants. He wants an lu- 
tensitied life; a life set in a higher key and run- 
ning at a greater speed than is to be found in 
nature's simple, healthy food and drink. 

Here is the philosophical and the paysiological 
statement of the temperance question; or rather 
that of intemperance. It is man living from 
and in the world of bie stomach; itis man with 
the fearfully augmented power of a chemistry 
that supplies him with intoxicants. 

Studying this subject further in the light of 
philosophy, or in the nature of things, we nud 
another fact. It is this: In the coördinate ac- 
tion and interdependence of man's bodily and 


-mental or bigber and lower powers there is aiso 


the fact of the unity of bis being that we have 
noticed. 
that if you turn the forces of his nature upon 
or overestimate any one of the three great cen- 
tres from which the three worlds of his force 
are projected you ultimately involve bis whole 
being. And hence there is a correlative immor- 
ality. A life cust upon the plane of the senses 
is apt to Carry all the appetites and passions 
niong in its onward sweep. And hence a drink- 
ing man is apt to be licentious, and a licentious 
manisapt to be a drinking man. Anda lite 
projected from these centres is apt to be—in- 
deed it necessarily is—loosened from the bonds 
of bigher obligauon—is ou a plane below reason 
and conscience, and hence is ready for other 
immoralities, such as gambling 

bath desecration. And thus it 

we tind correigtive or reciprocal vices. on- play- 
ing upon and feeding the other. and we find, 
niso, these groups of evil appetites and passions 
congregating in @orresponding places. as iow 
drinkivg-salvons, vilé theatres, houses of shame.

And in the nature of things there is another 
result. A life projected from the two lower on- 
tres of man's being, und driven to excess, not 
only bastens the decay of these powers, but 
reaches up and affects the mind and the moral 
faculties, and in time drags the whole being 
down to utter collapse and ruin, and to an early

tic must be reguiated. And as the business is 
more dangerous than other forms of business, 
the law justly upon it a beavier tax. That 
is, seeks to make the traflic pay the expense to 
which it ts society. And this is certainly not 
unjust. I like the term tuxing better than li- 
censing, us the latter seems to make society in- 
dorse the traffic, and hence responsible for the 
evils it may produce. The fact ia, society, at 
least in its present state, is notable to prevent 
sale of liauor. But it is able tu tax it, to 
make it bear the ¢fipancigl burdens that itself 
creates and imposes upon the community. 
The chief of our police foree asks for more 
men. are necded; peaceable citizens 
are not safe on the streets nor in their homes. 
He recommends that the money be raised by 
increasing, the on saloons. That-is just. 
They create the necessity for more police; let 
them pay the extra expense to the city. The 
resent tax on beer saloons is $1 per week. 
Vny not urake it 85? That would reduce the 
numter, and hence the evil. Saloons selling 
whisky should be taxed $10 or $20 per week. It 
is from the whisky that the greatest danger 
arises, and it should payin proportion. This 
would reduce the number of such saloons; it 
ey — put them under the easier surveiilance of 
w 


the . 

Finding that manygpersons lose their self- 
control under the habit and power of strong 
drink, society makes it an offense to sell liquor 
to babitual drunkards. This is just. Looking 
to the protection of its future citizens, so- 
ciety seeks to guard the rising generation 
against forming the habit of drinking when 
young, and makes it an otfense to seil liquor to 
minors. Tais. too, is just. The man who will 
sell to a drunkard, or who will make money at 
the fearful expense of the morais of the future 
by selling to inexperienced children, deserves 
the full penalty of the law. 

But some will say, Why not abolish the whole 
evil at once by a prohibitory law? Yes, but you 
cannot doit; at least not now. And I am not 
certain that itis wise to attempt it. I think if 
our present laws could be enforced, and if we 
could discriminate between distilled and fer- 
mented drinks, and strictiy prevent the adulter- 
ation of the latter, we should see the larger part 
of thé evils of intemperance disappear. This is 
practicabie. Our German fellow-citizens will 
unite with us for the purpose. We should still 
have left all the arguments we have now to dis- 
snade the young and the old from the use of 
even the milder drinks. The position of Dr. 
Howard Crosby is weil worth consideration. 

And then the laws we have should be enforced. 
I believe in law and in penalty, and in law-abdid- 
ing citizens; and it makes one ashamed and 
righteously mad to see the laws openly detied 
from day today. It may be that there is sume- 
thing in it that I cannot understand, but it does 
seem that gambling dens and pro- 
miscuous concert-salovns could be -sup- 
— They ought to be suppressed. Their 

icense should be revoked. Not out of revenge, 
but for the sake of common decency and pub- 
lic respect} and safcty. I was chaplain of a pen- 
iteotiary three voars. I know the lives of bad 
men as well as those of good; and I teil you these 
men fear the law; and if it were understood that 
the law would be strictly inforced. we should 
soon; ec our social atmosphere purified. If the 
people would say it must be done, it will be done. 

But tnere is the moral, the religious side of 
this question yet tobe considered. The State 
makes no provision for religious culture beyond 
the protection it affords to each sect, and the 
exemption of church property from taxation. 
The State wisely provides for the public educa- 
tion of its children, but in the schools there is 
no provision for moral instruction, and there is 
none except that which comes afong incideuvtal- 
ly, in discipline and through the goodness of the 
teachers. This, lam lad to say, is larger than 
is generally thought; for, as a class, there are no 
better peuple in this land than the teachers in 
the public schools. ’ 

Now, how does religion look upon all this pub- 
lle immorality, and what does it propose to do, 
and what agencies does it bring to the work? 
As probabiy the best answer to this question, 
let us ask how Christ looked at the world, and 
how He sougbt tu save men. Jesus did not dis- 
regard the physical Wants of the peopie, but fed 
the huuvgry, and healed the sick, and instructed 
the ignorant. He did not disregard the civil au- 
toorities, but taught obedience to the laws and 
respect for the rulers. Ho looked upon all these 
thiogs as correlative forces for good. Aud Paul 
went so fur as to say of civil rulers tbat they 
were the ministers of God; or that civilauthority 
is something in the liue of the divine order of 
society. 

But Jesus did not stop with these things; nor 
did He bogin with them. He sought and found 
the source of moral disorder in the hearts of the 
peopie. Hesawin much of all the civil and 
religious formality of His day only “ whitened 
scpulchres —fafr without, but dark and cor- 
rupt within. Ile taught that out of the 
heart proceed adulteries, and fornications; and 
evil thoughts.“ His formula was, “ first make 
clean that which is within.” And bence His 
teaching was to the heart, aud His mission to 
the heart, and His bealing and salvation for the 
souls ot menu. He brougut man the truth and 
the law of God; He appealed to the conscience; 
He appealed to the seuse of sin and guilt and to 
the judgment to come. He reveal the spirit 
world and the life beyond. He placed the souls 
of men in the light of two worlds, and bade them 
stand before conscience, and law, and respousi- 
bility. And He came s neur the hearts and 
needs of the people, and with such searching 
doctrines of truth and righteousness, and such 
tender words of sympathy and salvation that the 
poor heurd him gladly, and publicans, and sin- 
ners, and Magduiens, rebuked for sin, and yet 
drawn and won by mercy, and love, and the 
sight of hope of pardou and purity. came to His 
feet. He went where the people were. 
and ate and drank with them. He did not teach 
uione in the synagog, nor ina costly church, 
olf among the rich, so expensive that the pvor 
could not rent a pew; but bis pulpit was in the 
tield or on the mount, or by the seaside, or in 
the ship, or at the well by the way. And the 
discipies foilowed bis example, and went among 
the people, and worked and taught.. Jesus 
planted a church, bat he did not estabtish a lot 
of sects, built around some special dpi, and 
parrower than the growing heart and mind of 
the world; but planted a church that was to be 
as broad as truth, and as broad as the wants of 
man, and so catholic that it could Welcome and 
cheer on all who, in His name, were trying to do 
good, and so loving and tender tbat it would go 
out into the highways and gather up the poor, 
and the halt. and the blind—a church, a religion 
of the heart and the life, that could welcome the 
lepers and the harlots who sought healing and 
forgiv encss. , 

And this is just what the church and religion 
should be and do in our day. Religion has to 
deul with the heart of the world, with the upper 
part of man's axidal nature, with the reason, 
with the conscience, with the affections; and it 
is through these and by the regeneration of the 
heurt. of the very springs of being, that the ap- 
petites and passions of tne world are to be con- 
trolled, It is only as the soul stands before God, 
and conscience, and right, and immortality, and 
responsibility that it gets that purchase, that 
footing or power, by whien_ cnn assert its su- 
prewacy and rule. And then, as the love of 
God, the life of God, comes into the soul, it is 
made new. and man is saved from within. 

And it ie with this truth, and tnis life, and this 
syinpathy that the church should * into these 
places of the lost, the falien, the drunken, the 
profane, and try tosave them. And never was 
this work more needed in this city and country 
than to iy. The masses need education, and 
better sanitary laws, aud better homes, and f 
und wages, and all these help society; but it is 
from the standpoint of the heart, of conscience, 

od, and immortality that the great evils 
of society are to be cured. 

And there are all about us the beginnings of 
this work among the people and for the peuple; 
and God is ju it. He touched the heart of n

Mr. Edwin D. Ingersoll, the Railroad 
Secretury of the International Committee 
of the Loung Men's Christian Associations, 
who is temporarily stopping in the city, lectured 
at this branch yesterday upon the origin 
growth of the . Mr. Ingersoll is a 
successful and indefatigabie worker in the cause, 
und travels thousands of miles veariy in bis 
work of perfeéting organizations of the kind all 
throughout the country. Il bis talk yesterday, 
which was of an informal nature, Mr. Ingersoll 
said that the first railroad reading-room and 
library which be had been able to find trace of 
was started in 1854. It was designed to promote 
the sical, sovial, mental, moral, and spiritual 
welfure of associated ruilruad. men. During the 
eighteen ensuing years a great number were 
Started in large railroad ventres, but always 
with varying suceess, and eventually they died 
of inaniuon. In 1872 those interested m railroad 
reading-rvoms and libraries were brought to- 
gether ut Cleveland, mainly through the exer- 
tions of George W. Cobb, a genial good fellow, 
who was formerly the end man of a negro 
minstrel troupe. The consequence was the or- 
ganization of the railcoad branch of the Y. M. C. 
A., and Mr. Cobb was appointed Secretary in 
charge of the first “station.”” This earnest 
worker is now at Indianapolis. In 1876 two other 
stations were started at Detroit and Columbus. 
The following year Mr. Ingersoll was appointed 
to his present position, and there are now sume- 
thing over seventy-five branches, forty of which 
ure well organized and controlled by Secreta- 
ries, and over fifty railroad companies are con- 
tributing towards their success 68.00 per year. 
The New York Central Railroad alone pays the 
salnrics of no less than nine Secretaries in charre 
of stations.“ Mr. Ingersoll gave his bearers a 
quantity of good advice, thé result of his per- 
sonal experiences as to the best ways to encour- 
age and promote the railroad branch of the as- 
sociation. em J of the most prominent 
ruilroad  ofiicia of the country not 
only commended the organization, but 
were active members and workers, and were 
likewise officers of the Y.M.C. A. It depended 
upon railroad employés to make the work 
thorougbly successful, and they should always 
remember that any little out they might 
make in improving the stations was sure to 
result in accrued nefits to themselves. In 
conclusion Mr. Ingersoll answered such ques- 
tions as the audience chose to ask bim concern- 
ing the best ways of making the rooms attractive, 
— thus promoting aad stimulating the orgaui- 
zation.

TIE LIXCOLN STREET METHODIST CHURCH. 

Some seveh years ago the Rev. W. E. King 
started out on the then almost vacant prairie, a 
Methodist Episcopal mission. This was in the 
vicinity of. Twenty-second street and Blue 
Island avenue. It was a simple, unpretentious 
beginning, a small roomp ina frame building, 
furnishing the place whercin services were held. 
Gradually the interest in the mission increased 
and there was an outpuuring of the Holy Spirit. 
The little ones were gathered into tre fold, and 


Bro. King organized a la Sunday-sch ool, 
of which Bro. George W- ‘een, of the J. W. 
Butler Paper Company, is the Superintendent. 
In the summer of h the mission-house was. 
biown down in a storm, but Bro. King faltered 
not. Anew one-story brick church building 
sorang up, at the corner of Lincoln ana West 
Twenty -second streets, and from it has grown the 
Lineoin Street M. E. Church, whose new build- 
ing was dedicated yesterday. It is a plain brick 
structure, bordering on the gothic style of 
architecture, in the form of a Greek cross. 
There is no attempt, either in the interior or ex- 
terior, at unnece ration. It is a build- 
ing forthe humble worsbipers of Christ, and it 
is solid and substantial for the purposes lu- 
tended. The building is 50 by 75 feet. and the 
interior is designed especially for Sunday-school 
accommodation, as the galleries and sides can 
be divided into classrooms. The whole will 
comfortably seat 800 persons. The build- 
ing is heated by furnace and lighted by 
oi 3 a very pretty chandelier of 
twelve lamps banging in the centre of 
the main body of tne church. The ceilings 
are plain, oiled Georgia pine, with blackwalnut 
borders us trimmings. The puipit is orf plain 
black walnut, and there is a good cabinet organ 
for use in singing. The ground upon which che 
building stands cost $1,000, and is 753x100 feet, 
comprising three lots. The building cost $8,413, 
and the total value, including furnishing, is 
$10,500. The charch has no debt, as payment 
was provided tor yesterday, $3,400 being sub- 
scribed at the services during the day. Messrs. 
T. W. Harvey, Ovrus H. McUormick Jr. H. X. 
Higenbotham, and K. D. Fowler contributing 
$250 each. Aside from these amounts there bave 
been given a goodly amount of material and 
funds during the comstruction of the edifice. It 
is in a locality where it is doing great good to 
the service of God, and where there is a vast 
fietd ready for the harvest. 

The Rev. C. H. Fowler, D. D., the Missionary 
Secretary, preached in tue morning. In the 
afternuun at 2:00 o'clock there was a jubilee 
Sunday-seboo! service, in which Messrs. H. M. 
Higenbotham, R. D. Fowler; T. W. Harvey, O. H. 
Horton, and Cyrus H. MvCormick Jr., partic- 
ipated. Kach made interesting uddresses. 

At 7 o’clock in the evening the following gen- 
tlemen, of the Chicugo Praying Band, conducted 
an hour’s service: J. H. Manny, leader; Charles 
Lindsay, bn M. Latimer. W. 8. Matber, B. 
Schemmerhorn. Mr. George W. Moss, Super- 
intendent of the Sunday- school. led the singing. 

At 8 o’clock the Rev. Dr. Arthur Edwards 
preached the dedicatory sermon. showing the 
necessity of a thorough belief in the Bible in 
order to have faith in God, and to bein com- 
munion with Him and under the influence of 
His Holy Spirit. The Rev. Dr. Willing then for- 
mally dedicated the building and turned it over 
tothe Board of Trustees. The church starts 
under auspices of an ‘excvedingly hbopeiul 
cbaracter, and its location is one that promises 
great good to that part of the city, which is so 
rapidly building up.

THE FACTS vs. THE STUDIED MISREPRESENTA- 
TIONS Or THE “STALWART ” OFFICE-BEGGAR. 
On various occasions between 1873 and 1878 

much has been published in the Chicago papers 

rogurdum what was called the French artists’ 
contribution to the relief of the sufferers by the 
fire of 1871. A number of Paris painters con- 
tributed works of art, with a direction that they 
be sbid in this country and the proceeds used in 
relieving the needs of burnt-out Chicago artists. 

The paintings did not, reach America until 1872, 

and in January of that year the Relief & Aid 

Society had announced to the worid that it was 

apparcnt that, owing to the open winter, further 

contributions were not necdcd. So the sale of 
the pictures was not pressed, and they remainea 
inthe hands for some time of the New York 
trustees, ex-Gov. B. D. Morgan being the Chair- 
man thereof. They were disposed of late in 
1872 for $30,845, and, as the Relief & Aid Society 
had announced that it had no pressing need 
of the money, the fund was invested 
in New York at6or7 per cent, and remained 
under the control of the trustees until the 
spring of 1877, when the Relicf and Aid Society 
found met it did not need the muney, and asked 
for and obtained it. li these facts were given 
in the re of the society, and were also pub- 
lished when applications were made by the 

Frenoh Benevolent Society and other organiza- 

tions for this fund—appiications which the New 

York trustees refused to accede to, since it 

would be a diversion of the fund from the relief 

purpose for which it was given. 

Yet, notwithstanding the repeated publicity 
iven to these facts in all the daily papers, the 
nicr-Ucean, published in Cbicagu, last Saturday 

devoted a column to a history of its discovery uf 

this money, and to the-.efforis of a revorter to 
und out what bad become of it. Those re- 
searches consisted of sendiug, late at night, to 
interview persons who bad no access to the rec- 
ords, while if the editor of the Inter-CUcean bad 
devoted a little of the time which be spends in a

A Visit to Parnell and Dillon in the 
Kilmainham Jail. 


Father Cashman, pastor of St. Jariath’s 


turned to his home yesterday after a four 
months’ absence, during which he visited his old 
nome in Ireland, made a brief visit to France 
and to the Seven-Hilled City, the abode of the 
Pontiff_s. He is looking quite hale and hearty, 
and has apparently benefited by his European 
trip. 

A Tripune reporter called at his residence 
last evening and found bim surrounded by a 
large number of bis parishioners, discussing 
Irish affairs, in which’ Father Cashman has al- 
ways taken a very lively interest. 

In reply to quéstions by the reporter, Father 
Cashman said that be bad visited Mr. Parnell 
and Mr. Dillion in prison. He found the former 
idoking quite well, and apparently wel) pleosed 

ith the present situation in Ireland. Mr. 

ilon isin rather feebic health, and tue con- 
tinement is telling in his case. He is pale and 
careworn, and Father Cashman fears that if he 
is kept much longer in continement, the most 
serious conseqnences may result. During the 
interview beten the reverend gentleman and 
Mr. Parnell and Mr. Dillon, the Governor of the 
Jail was present, “and,” said Father Casb- 
man, “the Governor was very careful 
that neither of the imprisoned leaders 
could pass any document or paper 
tome.

The 
rental was uced W per cent, so that I find 
myself unable tomect 5 per cent of my vobdliva- 
tions, and will, besides, not have a single 
penny to support myself and family.” But that 
is not the worst. In twenty-tive out of the 
thirty-two counties of Ireland, and in por tions 
of the other sever, the landlords are unable to 
collect any rent whatever. The ‘no-rent’ man- 
ifesto, no matter what the cableman may say to 
the contrary, is being very generally obeyed. 
In fact, to disobey the no-rent manifesto in the 
provinces of Munster, Leinster, and Connaught, 
and in the counties of Donegal and Cavan in 
Ulster, is to subject oneself to social ostracism, 
to etect to be at enmity with every man in the 
neighborbood. 

THE BOYCOTTING SYSTEM 

exists in full force, is systematized and perfect 
asa means of punishment. The shelis of the 
Athenians were not balf as effective as the nine 
letters of the word ‘boycotted’ printed, or 
written, or scrawled on the fence, wall, or door 
of an irish farmer who bas violated the 
Land-League law. The law of the Government 
is everywhere disregarded. Triais for offenses 
oyrainst the latter law are mere farees. To 8 
cure a conviction is impossible. Why, even 
Catholte clergymen—aud no one need be told 
of the Irish pevple’s devotion to their priests— 
who have opposed the Land League bave been 
boycotted. Tne ple go to church as usual, 
attend to all tbeir religious duties, but will not 
pay pastors opposed to che league the re gular 
dues. Anti-league stors have us large con- 
gregations as ever, but they receive no ‘ dues,’ 
us ther are called ia Ireland. When a man is 
boycotted all nis neighbors are apprised of the 
fact, aud no one is permitted to bold any inter- 
course or commerce with him. I may mention 
ncase in point: A parish priest residing near 
Newmarket. Cork, denounced the Land League. 
The Newmarket tailor refused to make him 
a suit of clothes, the blacksmith refused to shoe 
his horse. lle went to tue neighboring town, 
Canturk. He was boycotted there, and again in 
Cork City.” 

Hut is not the Land Leacue suppressed?” 

“By ho means. it is in full biast, as we say. 
Meetings are not held openly. The leagues meet 
in ench others’ houses. It would take an army 
of 1,000,000 men to suppress the league. The 
people now understand the methods of organi- 
zation to perfection. There bus been a complete 
revolution in public sentiment in Ireland. The 
people are united, resolute, and faithful to each 
other. There ure no traitors, The Land League 
ps luced no informers.”

THE CORN CROP. 


Positive Statement that It Is Net More 
than One-third of an Average Yield. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

Curcaao, Dec. 17.—There have been so many 
contlicting reports concerning the corn crop of 
1881 that | thought I weuld give my personal ob- 
servations in the West for the past thirty days. 
Many of the members of the Board of Trade 
seem to be of the opinion that the crop is not 
much short of an average crop. For the past 
twenty-five years I have been dealing in grain, 
and have been tolerably well posted in the 
process of raising the crop. Never in that time 
have 1 seen so general a failure of corn. Lili- 
nots, lowa, Nebraska, Kansas, and Missouri, the 
great corn-growing States, have not more than 
one-third of a crop of corn. This I know from 
personal observation. Sixty days ago I con- 
ceded, to save argument, that there was 40 per 
cent of an average crop, but later, look- 
ing over the territory above named, 

am thorouga convinced that 
one-third of au aver crop is a fair estimate. 
Feeders at Fairfield, Ia., on the line of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & — re buying cora on 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific west of Des 


Moines, ia the ear, and shipping it to Fairfield ° 


and other points on the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, making the corn cost at its destination 
n t 62 cents per bushel. And this at points 
200 miles west of Chicago. At Neponset, in Lili- 
pois, on the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, buy- 
ers are paying 68 cents for corn for feeding pur- 
ses. It is u fair estimate to put the amount 
or feeding purposes at about ‘two-fifths of an 
average crop. This would look as if we would 
get but little corn here next summer. But 
turmers will feed very sparingly this winter at 
these prices. They are already disposing of 
hogs ag fast as possibie, and not baif fatted. 
Stock cattle and hogs will get but little corn this 
winter, only enough to keep them on their feet 
tll spring. Horses will be fed four ears instead 
of ten at a feed; so we shall have some coru for 
shipping: but 1 do not see how we can possibly 
export very much if any corn. There never 
was so light a crop of corn in the United States 
us the crop of 1881. Walle there is more ola 
corn ſu the country in, the hands of country 
dealers than usual, it will hardiy be perceptibie 
next summer. Cribbers on the line of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacitic Railroad who 
cribbed 200,000 bushels last year say they doubt 
if they will be able to crib 30, this 
ear.

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It is reported that the siiver-men, as they are 
called, are not at all satisfied either with the rec- 
ommendations of the President or of his Secre- 
tary of the Treasury on the sliver question. 
When the question is ‘Tully examined it will be 
found that a vast mass of peopie outside of the 
silver men have a deep interest in it. Belford, 
of Colorado, bas been the first to give expression 
to dissatisfaction. The parallel which be at- 
tempted to setup may not be exactly corroct. 
There is a differenee between protection in 
Pennsylvania and the purchase of two millions 
monthly of silver for the beuellt of the silver- 
producing States.

The Secretary of the Treasury advoeates this 
policy, because he thinks it would have the effect

lieve that such a course on the part of our Gov- 
ernment would be attended with some disas- 
trous results to the nations in quesnon.

But there is a larger place for silver in the 
business of the country, if our legislators can 
only be induced to concede it. re are at 
this moment in circulation in the United States 
$22,645,762 of one-dollar notes and $22,244,122 of 
twos. These notes have increased 86,000,000 
since July 1, 1878, by the process of Ckanginug 
large notes into small ones. We hdve herea 
total of $44,880,884 of small notes usurping the 
place of silver. If these notes had been with- 


drawn, as suggested frequently, there would be 


no such pile of silver dollars ia the Treasury as 
now reported. 

None of the great commercial nations with 
sound currencies have paperin such small de- 
nomination as ours afloat. The lowest Bank of 


intermediate notes ia this country between $5 
and $10. If all the fives were withdrawn, and no 
paper was allowed to circulate under $10, every 
silver dollar in the Treasury would at once be 
in demand, together with all that could be 
coined at the rate of $2,000,000 per month fora 
long time tocome. The amount of fives now in 
circulation is $69,569,078. This is the best solu- 
tion of the silver quesuon that is ible at this 
moment, without detriment to debtors every- 
where, and specifically to a large and important 
interest—with a few exceptions, the largest and 
most important single interest in the country. 

There is a New York financial program. as 
there is an Ohio one. The New Vork notion is 
contraction in the interest of lenders. President 
Arthur and Secretary Folger ure both from New 
York. The seed from which the New York idea 
has germinated bas been sown. by some of the 
New York papers, which, in a ance with the 
interests of that section, have always upheld 
contraction to the last limit endurable, But the 
idea will have to be steadily combated, not only 
by the representatives of what is known as the 
silver States, but of the debtor States generally. 
It they are truer to their ccnstituents than they 
are to party they can accomplish anything they 
may desire that is right. The seven Representa- 
tives and eight Senators whom the bullion 
States have are the natural leaders of this 
movement. In one respect only is the question 
a local one, which concerns only four States and 
several Territories. At m, however, it is a 
National question of great moment to all the 
debtor States. 

Silv er, besides, is the money of small accounts. 
Nine-tenths of all the transactions in the United 
States should be made in silver. It is the money 
in which wages are paid. It is the circulating 
medium of the retail stores. It is the money of 
the butober, the grocer, the milkman, and the 
shoemaker. In short, and without further cir- 
cumlocution, it is the money emphatically of the 
people. Perhaps they will not suffer it much

New York Mail and Express: The President 
recommends the repeai of the tax on Nationai 
bank deposits, and Secretary Folger urges the 
repeal of this tax in bis able report. But there 
is opposition to the repeal of the tax in various 
quarters, partiy because the banks ure supposed 
to be rich and abundantly abie to pay their full 
quota of the public burden, and partly because 
they are regarded with bostility asa privileged 
monopoly. Most of the opposition comes from 
people who do not know how much these.banks 
are taxed. They are subject to a State tax on 
their real estate, and (2)to a State tax on the 
shares of capital stock and the dividends on 
these shares. They are also subject d to a Fed- 
eral tax of one-half of I per cent semi-annually 
on their circulation. Then (4) they are likewise 
taxed one-fourth of 1 per cent semi-annually 
on their deposits, and (5) one-fourth of 1 per 
cent semi-annuaily on all their capital stock be- 
yond the amount invested in Government 

bonds. Adding the various taxauons together, 
they amount to over 3 per cent on the banking 
capital, or about 40 per cent on the actual bank 
dividends. This is more like extortion thana 
fair distribution of the burdens of Government. 
With the rates of intcrest depressed to the pres- 
ent low level, this tax on deposits is particularly 
onerous. In fact, the Federal tax isa case of 
triple taxation. And one result of it Is to tempt 
banks to loan money for speculative purposes at 
large risks in order to pay this excessive taxu- 
tion. The United States Government is the only 
one that taxes bank deposits, and now that the 
War is over and the Treasury is overtiowing it 
bas no justification for continuing the tax. Lf 
the Government wants to abe or modify the 
National-bank system, it * d do s in a 
straightforward, stutesmanlike way. and not ro- 
port to a system of exiortionate taxation that 
looks like an attempt to cripple the banka, 
which generaily recoup at the expense of busi- 
ness- Men.

OUR MILLING INTERESTS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. I.—It has beeome a com- 
mon complaint among millersin recent years 
that the speculative operations in wheat 
at our leading exchanges artificially enhanco 
prices of that staple to such an extent as to 
often render the milling business unprotitable, 
and at times to entail upon it beavy losses; and 
various plans looking to the removai of this al- 
leged obstacle to successful milling have, dur- 
ing tog present season, been discussed with no 
littie animation by millers, and by others in- 


terested in the traue generally. By some it is 
thought that a more uniform and profitable ad- 
justment of wheat and flour prices might be 
brought about by curtulling the production of 
nour, while others recommend such legislative 
enactments as would make speculation for for- 
ward delivery illegal, and contracts of that kind 
void in law. This latter remedy may be at once 
thrown aside as impracticable and unjust, and 
as a meddiing interference witb the liberties of 
the people which would quickly be resented by 
them in a most unmistakable manner. Like ail 
gumptuary laws, it would in its far-reaching 
effects prove a vast deal more inim i, to the 
interesis of trade and to the morals of the peo- 
pie than is the evil it would be intended to 
eradicate. As for bringing about a more profit- 
able adjustment of wheat aad flout prices 
through any combimation or pooling arrange- 
ment that numan ingenuity can devise, or that 
men will carry out in good faith, the scheme is 
impracticable and detusive—impracticable to 
exccute, and delusive in Its anticipated effects, 
upon relative prices of wheat and flour 
even if carried out. The wheat trade of 
this country is altogether too big an 
affairs, and subjfet to too many foreign influ- 
ences to admit of prices being permanently reg- 
ulated or eontrolied to any uppreciable extent 
by the action of cither speculators or of millers, 
or of being adjusted in such a manner as to ren- 
der, the miiling business more profitable, except 
as such adjustments may from time to time be 
enforced by the operation of the inexorable 
law of supply and demand. I am not aware, 
moreover, that the business of manufacturing 
flour has in recent years been subjected to 
greater vicissitudes through the fluctuations vf 
prices than has that of any other equally world- 
wide branch of manufacturing. On the con- 
trary,the relatively greater expansion of our 
milling intcrests in recent years than has taken 
place in almost any other department of our 
manufacturing interests, would naturally lend 
one to infer that the profitable nature 
of the milling business had led to this great ex- 
pansion. Indeed, it is not easy to to reconcile the 
Tact that a large number of mills of trom 250 to 
1.500 bris per diem capacity are annually being 
erected in various parts of the country, witb the 
allewation that the manipulations of the specu la- 
tors in the wheat markets are ruining the mill- 
ing business. 

For the purpose of argument let us suppose 
that by combinauon or otherwise a Suflicient 
numbe r ot large mulls inthe West were “shut 
down” to reduce our flour exports one-half, or 
say. from the rute of 7,000,000 bris per annum 
to 3.500,000, what would probably pe the effect 
upon American wheat and Hour prices? The 
falling off inexports would be mainly in those 
to Great Britain, where the major portion 
of them now go, and, very likely, 
would more or less raise flour prices, 
temporarily at least: but by as much as 
our flour exports were thus decreased would 
their equivalent in wheat exports speedily be ia- 
created, and that a larger foreign demand fo1 
wheat, with a proportionately smaller home, de- 
mand for that stapic, would lower its price. is a 
proposition that cannot be successfully u a 
tained.
